In othor words, St 18 
just as much what we are os well 
aus what we know that makes for 
success, The first and chief re- 
quirement Is o natural interest in 
people and in all varictics of hu- 
man exMerience; then, sympathy, 
maturity of outlook, imagination, 
and understanding of personal 
probloma, 

Each profession has ita own 
apecial tool—the surgeon his knife, 
the writer his nen, the lawyer his 
ability tg plead. ‘Tho sogial work- 
ers’ too is the interview, Through 
this, he or she collects {nformm- 
thon. learns peonle'a needs, then 
influcnees, ditgots and helps them. 
To interview successfully. social 
workers must be able to make con- 
tacts easily and sympathetically 
with all sorts of people; be able to 
sum them up guickly; and have 
somethig [n themselves to give. 
Hence the noed for maturity and 
balanced Judpment. 

NOT ENOUGH 

Qver and above these innate 
capacities, knowledre ts required. 
Sympathy and Interest, however 
valuable, are just not enough. To 
give efeative service, social work- 
era. must study social and indus- 
trin] conditions, the backyround of 
peoples’ lives. They must know 
the law. capecially as it affects in- 
dividuals, ‘They muat know somo- 
thing of history, something of psy- 
cholory—what lies behind people's 
outward behaviour. 

There ore ‘special university 
courses In Britain for this subject.

They are called Socinl Science or 
Social Study courses. hoy last 
for two years full-time and re- 
quire a preliminary motriculation 
or school-lenving certificate. The 
basic subjects common -to 1 
courses are economies (social and 
industrigd), history and legista- 
tion, social and political philo- 
sophy, public health and hygiene. 

Practical trnining is combined 
with this—students visit institu- 
tions and facturies, do family case 
work under supervision, discuss 
individual problems with their 
tutors, 
| Most colleges prefer not to ne- 
cept students under the age of 
twenty, &t is thuught better for 
them to do something oleae first and 
gain some omperience of life. Bome 
of the most successful social work- 
ers ore people who have taken up 
Ais career when they were over 
thinty, 

JOBS AVAILABLE 

What sort of jobs are uvalluble? 
Well, there nre three matn types 
in this country, Iirst. local gov- 
ernment poste--factorv Snspector, 
school abtendance officer, probation 
oflicer, houwse-proyerty manager, 
policewoman and many others. 
Then posts with voluntary bodies, 
such as youth club Jeadeps, club or- 
wanisers. hospital almoners, family 
caso workers, cure of dittcult chil- 
dren, secretaries of relief socte- 
ties, Thirdly, industrial posta are 
personnel managers and welfare 
supervisors in factories. ‘This last 
is a comparativoly new service and 
hay been much extended during 
the war. 

The two years’ Social Science 
course is the basic equipment of 
all social workers. With this, they 
may oither go straicht into pgon- 
eral social work or take additional 
training for one of the specialised 
branches of the professiun. 

To become an almoner, for in- 
stance, a further year's training 
in an wpproved hospital is re- 
quired. 

Another career Is that of house 
property manager. More ond more 
local authorities nye appointing 
trained women to take charge of 
new housing estates and slum 
clenrance projects. The house pro- 
Pperty mapacer sclects the tenants, 
deals with workmen and contrac- 
tors, collects rents,.and is respon- 
sible for general welfare. Again, oa 
vear's specialised training is re- 
quired. Tho Insthtute of Labour 
Manarement runs courses of vary- 
ing lengths for those who want to 
take up faotory welfare. Tho Pro- 
vation Trainine Board has a six- 
months’ ¢ourse for older men’ and 
women who ore interested in police, 
court work.—-London Presa Ser- 
vice,
